Four Out of Five Members of Bible-Believing Churches im 
America Claim They Were Brought to Christ and 
the Church in Revival Campaigns! 


Last Sunday night 900 people 
gathered after the regular Sunday 
night services of cooperating 
churches, for a revival service in 
Central High School Akron, Ohio. 
(This late service is a very bad 
policy. If we want revival, we 
should put revivals first.) 

In that crowd of approximately 
900 people we took a very careful 
count of those saved through the 
various agencies of the church. 

First, I had all those saved in 


the Sunday school hold their 
hands high until they were 
counted. 


Second, al] those saved im the 
regular morning services of the 
churches, 

Third, all those saved im the 
regular Sunday evening services 
of the church. 

Fourth, all those saved in 
prayer meeting services. 

Fifth all those saved im young 
people’s meetings.

Sixth, all those saved through | 


radio services. 

Seventh, all those saved through 
the work of women’s missionary 
societies of the churches, 


Out of a crowd of about 900, 
nearly all of them Christians, 129 
people said they were saved 
through the Sunday school the 
regular morning church services, 
the regular evening services, the 
church prayer meetings, the 
young people’s services, the wom- 
en’s societies of the church, aad 
radio services. 


Then we had everybody saved 
through revival services—-whether 
in local church campaigns or 
union campaigns — raise their 
hands. Practically aH the hands 
were raised except these 129 who 
had been saved through the 
regular work of the churches, not 
campaigns. Over 700 
people, probably over 750, held 
their hands to say that they were 
saved through the revival cam-

broken down on the road! Final- 
ly I called the local airport and 
asked if anyone had a_ three- 
place Stinson or Cub Cruiser han- 
gered there. One man had a Cub 
Cruiser. I called him and he told 
me he could fly us to Watford 
City--he had just received his 
commercial license and was dy- 
ing to find a customer he could 
eharge! 

The plane was a small one de- 
g@igned to carry three _ people 
weighing not over 170 pounds 
each and about twenty pounds of 
luggage. To say we overloaded 
mM would be zg. atly understating 
the truth! Il weigh about 175 
pounds, the pilot weighed 200 
pounds and the singer weighed-- 
and weighed and weighed! And 
we had considerably more than 
twenty pounds of luggage. More- 
ever, the pilot filled the tanks 
full of gas rather than _ just 
enough to get us to Watford City. 


We taxied down to the far end 
ef the runway where the pilot 
ehicked his ‘instruments’ = and 
warmed the engine and then we 
headed into the wind and he gun- 
med her. Presently he shoved 
the stick forward and the tail 
came slowly up into take-off posi- 
tion. We roared down the run- 
Way and then hé pulled the stick 
back to lift the plane off the 
ground, but instead of taking off, 


the tail just went back down 
again! There was too much 
weight in the hind end! Again 
the pilot, who sat in front, lifted 
the tail and again he tried to 
take off with the same result. 


The third time he lifted the tail 
and now we were nearing the 
end of the runway and beyond 
was the river! There was no time 
to stop, so again he tried to pull 
the ship into the air and this 
time the plane took off at the 
last moment and barely skimmed 
the river banks. 


We were airborne, but because 
of the overload the plane climbed 
very slowly. Never, as I recall, 
were we able to gain altitude of 
more than five hundred feet, and 
in the uneven country this meant 
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we were just clearing the hilis. 
I felt we might crash any min- 
ute. The singer, having never 
been “up” before, did not realize 
the danger and was delighted! 
“Just wait until I write my wife 
about this,” he yelled! Sweat 
was pouring down the pilot’s neck 
his shirt was wet. 

I leaned forward, poked him in 
the back, and when he leaned his 
head back, 1 asked, “Are you a 
Christian? Have you taken 
Christ as your Saviour?” 

He was disgusted. “This @ no 
time to talk about that,” he said 
as he turned his head away. 

“You had better talk about HM 


now if you are ever going to 
talk about it,” I urged, but he 
wouldn't listen. 

Later, when we had reached 
level country and were breath- 
ing easier, he leaned back and 
said, “Listen, 1 don’t know any- 


thing about Jesus Christ and 1 
don't want to. But if anyone gets 
to Heaven, 1 will. You preach- 
ers are so narrow-minded you 
don’t realize that there i# more 
than one way to get where you 
want to go. 

“We are going to Watford 
City,’ he said, “by plane. Some- 
one else may go by car. Others 
may go by train. Others may 
walk. There if more than one 
way to go from Williston to Wat- 
ford City and there is more than 
one way to get from here to 


Heaven the main thing is to get 
there!” 
Hear me, Neighbor--there may 


be «more than one way to. get 
from one place to another here on 
this earth, but THERE IS ONLY 
ONE WAY TO GET TO HEAV- 
EN! ‘The Lord Jesus Christ is 
that one way. The Bible makes 
this clear again and again. 

John 3:16 tells us that “God 
80 loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth im him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” Clearly it is the “only be- 
gotten Son” who saves. 

And Acts 4:12, speaking of 
Jesus, says, “Neither is there 
salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under heav- 
em given among men, whereby 
we must be saved.” You see, 
Jesus ia the only One through 
whom salvation comes. He alone 
can take you to Heaven. 

“He that hath the Son hath 
life; and he that hath not the 
Son of God hath not life.”—I John 
5:12. 

The Old Testament taught the 
same thing as Acts 10:43 shows, 
“To him [Jesus] give all the 
prophets witness, that through 
his name whosoever believeth in 


him shall receive remission of 
sins.”’ 

And there are many, many

A Church Is Not the Way 

But what about the church? Is 
ome saved when he joins some 
church? No-—not even if it is the 
finest, most tundamental church 
m the world. A church is a sign- 
post that points the way to 
Heaven. 

I live in Wheaton, Illinois, just 
twenty-seven miles out of Chi- 
cago. Suppose you would see me 
sitting on a signpost at the edge 
of town. You walk up and say, 
“Hello, Bill! What are you doing 
sitting out here? Enjoying the 
scenery 7?” 

“Oh no,” I reply, “I am on my 
way to Chicago.” 

“On your way to Chicago? Is 
someone going to come by and 
pick you up?” 

“Why, no. The signpost is tak- 
ing me! See, * says, ‘CHICAGO 
27 MILES.’ ” 

Now, frankly, how long do you 
think it would take me to get 
twenty-seven miles sitting on that 
signpost? The way to get to 
Chicago is to look at the sign- 
post and then get into the Ford 
and go! 

The honest church is a sign- 
post that points to the “Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world,” the Lord Jesus, 
the Way to Heaven. 

Baptism Is Not the Way 

Nor is baptism the way to 
Heaven. The ordinance of bap- 


tism—-whether administered by a. 


spoonful or tankful of water— 


cannot save a sinner from Hell, 
Rather, baptism is a picture of 
salvation, showing that one has 
already accepted Christ and is 


beginning a new life in Him. 


Church membership, baptism, 
communion and many other 
things are right and wonderful 


for the Christian, but these do 
not save, help save or Keep one 
saved. Only Jesus saves.

This is a 
promise to “whosoever,” just like 
John 3:16. 

What a floodtide of blessing’ is 
here promised! “Floods upon the 
dry ground” is the promise. I 
have known the drought in west 
Texas when the grass dried up 
m mid-summer, when the crops 
withered in the field, when the 
dust made a reddish haze in the 
atmosphere, and when the pitiless 
sun beat down on an earth that 
was cracked and dry, and when 
eattie died around the water holes. 
I have smelled the stench from 
the bodies of starved, bony cattle. 
I have seen the time when the 
water holes went dry and the 
water had to be shipped by train 
that people might drink. But 
such a drought is not so terrible 
as the spiritual drought that is 
on the land. Fathers and mothers. 


powerless, see their children 
plunge into sin. On every hand 
drunkenness, divorce, adultery, 
lawlessness spring forth. Pastors 


preach to pitiful handfuls and the 
power of God is not present to 
change lives. to convict sinners, 
to revive the saints. O God, send 
the rain! May God send the rain 
of the Holy Spirit on His people. 
May God send “floods upon the 
dry ground.” 

Is that not what we need today? 
Or dear reader, may I be more 
personal and say, Is that not what 
you need in your own heart, in 
your own home, in your own daily 
efforts to serve God and win 


souls? Is the ground of your life 
barren and drought-stricken ? 
Then I pray that God will give 
you a holy thirst that can be 


satisfied only by the “floods upon 
the dry grounds” of the pouring 
out of the Holy Spirit! 

God says. “I will pour my spirit 


upon thy seed, and my blessing 
upon thine offspring.” Here is 
a blessing not only for the saints 
of God. but for their families, 
their loved ones, their associates. 
The fullness of the Spirit was 
never given primarily for ~ the 
enjoyment of the saints. [It Is 
given to make the saints streams | 
of living water, fountains of life 
t. the unsaved! Jesus said in 


John 7:37, 38, “If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me, and drink. 
He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living 
water.” The Saviour promises 
that when we really thirst and are 
filled with the Holy Spirit, then 
rivers of living water will flow 
eut from our innermost beings to 
those all about us. So every 
Christian needs the fullness of the 
Spirit to be poured upon him so 
God's blessing may come also upon 
his offspring. 

Christians should be adie ‘to 
win their families. Joshua said, 
“As for me and my house, we will 
perve the Lord” (Josh. 24:15). 
The old jailer at Philippi, con- 
verted, was able to see his whole 
household saved and baptized the 
game hour of the night! Oh, you 
fathers and mothers who are 
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Spirit to be poured out upon 
Christians, but upon all kinds of 
people. But when He is poured 
out upon Christians, then their 
sons and their daughters will be 
won tot Christ, will be interested 
in Christian service and will rejoice 
in the blessing of God, like their 
fathers and mothers.

Here, then, is the teaching that 
when the Holy Spirit is poured 
out it will come upon “all flesh,” 
that is, on all kinds of people. It 
And then the Scripture makes it 
clear that sons and your 
daughters” shall be filled with the 
Spirit, too, and even servants and 
handmaids! Not only is the Holy 
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paigns in the churches, compared 
with 129 saved through all the 
reguiar services of the churches, 
and through radio services. 

This, then, shows that in that 
particular crowd, considerably 
more than five out of six of those 
present, were won to Christ in 
revival campaigns. And my care- 
ful counting in perhaps one 
hundred great congregations all 
over the nation’ verifies these 
figures.

But let us be modest in our 
claims. Perhaps those saved out 
of revivals are not as much inter- 
ested in revivals as those saved 
in revivals. Perhaps other con- 
gregations than those I address 
might have a larger proportion 


saved in the morning church 
services or the Sunday evening 
services or the Sunday school. 


Actually, I do not believe it. The 
churches that do not have revivals 
do not win as many souls in the 
other services of the church as 
do the churches which have re- 
Vivals. But let us say that it is 
clearly and easily proven that four 
out of five of all the born-again 
church members in America were 
won to Christ in revival cam- 
paigns, 

Dr. Edward Biederwolf made a 
careful check and found this same 


proportion held good in his day. 

Two conclusions are inevitable 
from these statistics. First, pas- 
tors who want their churches te 
grow and even to hold their own 
must have revival campaigna. 
Churches must have revivals or 


die. Some churches that do not 
have revivals would have died 
long ago but for the converts 


from other churches that move 
in to fill the place of those whe 
die or move away. It is evangelize 
or perish, for the churches. 
Perhaps pastors ought to be 
deeply stirred to give themselves 
to soul winning, when it is re- 


vealed that among fundamental, 


Bible-believing churches, less than 
one-fifth of all the members are 
won to Christ in the Sunday 
school and preaching services and 
other agencies of the church, outs 
side of revival campaigns. 

We thank God that many pas- 


tors hold revival campaigns them- 


selves and do evangelistic preach- 
ing. Any pastor who does not 
himself win many souls in a re- 
vival campaign, should certainly 
be deeply burdened about a lack 
of results in the ordinary services 
of the church, indicated above.

Oh, they must be filled with the 

Spirit of God im order to carry 

the gospel to every creature! And 

we may be sure that one reason 
the time element is required in 
waiting on Gog for His power is 
that by self-examination while we 
pray, by judging our sins while 
we pray, by giving up secondary 
desires while we pray, then we 
may come to the pure desire, that 
holy thirst for the power of God 
which may make us fit to have 
the power He has promised. 

Fervent, singlehearted desire is 

essential to the fullness of God's 

power.. 

1. Consider What a Sin of Hypoc- 
risy is Asking For What We 
Do Not Truly Want, Prayer, 

Without Sincere Desire! 
When, oh when, will we learn 
@hat God is not pleased by the out- 
ward trappings of religion! When 
will we learn that God is not moved 
by burnt offerings and pipe organ 
music, stained-glass Windows and 
the chanting of the Doxology or 
the Gloria? When will we learn 
that formal speeches and mem- 


orized prayers and worship 
eenters mean nothing at all to 
God? The man who gives money, 


who attends services, who says his 
prayers would indeed appear 
righteous unto men. But to God 
who knows the heart he may be 
a Pharisee like a whiteq sepulchre, 
stinking with dead men’s bones! 
I am persuaded that we lay al- 
together too much _ stress on 
wunctious words and beautiful 
phrases and theological accuracy 
im the terms of our prayers. The 
ome great essential of prayer in 
God’s sight is_ sincerity. And 
what hypocrites we are when we 
gay the words of a prayer which 
fs not the cry of our heart! 

Thus, many people pray for the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit. That 
is, their words ask for the fullness 
ef the Spirit. 

A Buddhist goes down the road 
with a prayer wheel on his stick 
@o that the wheel turns with the 
movement of the stick and the 
written prayer, fastened to the 
wheel goes around! The heathen 
Man does not know that God cares 
about the desires of the heart and 
does not care about how many 
times the prayer wheel goes 
around! Some fervent but mis- 
guided Catholic thinks to gain 
merit by saying 80 many Ave 
Marias, or so many Pater Nosters, 
forgetting that God does not hear 
ws for our much speaking. I be- 
Heve that many Christians lightly 
pray God to fill them with the 
Holy Spirit when there is’ no 
genuine, singlehearted desire, no 
thirst of soul for the fullness of 
God! Some are not filled with the 
Holy Spirit because they do not 
mean what they say when they 
ask to be filled with the Spirit. 

In Shakespeare’s Hamlet, wicked 
King Claudius after murdering 
his brother, the king of Denmark, 
has ascended to his brother's 
throne and married his brother’s 
wife. Conscience-stricken, he tries 
to pray. But how can he repent 


of his sins and yet retain’ the 
gtolen throne and the _— stolen 
wife? After an agonized period 
ef trying to pray, the wicked 


man cries out, 

My words fly up, my thoughts 
remain below: 

Words without thoughts never 
to Heaven go. 

His words confessed his sins, 
begged for forgiveness and mercy; 
but his wicked heart did not re- 
pent, did not forsake his sin, did 
not long for God’s blessing more 
than he wanted a stolen throne 
ahd his illicit love! Oh, dear 
friend) when you come to pray 
for the fullness of the Spirit, I be- 
geech you to make sure that your 
heart goes up as well as your

words, else God will not hear. 


2. Many Scriptures Teach Us That 
the Prayer That Reaches God 
Must Be the Expression of 
an Honest Heart’s Desire 


One who prays to be filled 
with the Spirit must be thirsty 
for the Spirit, must have earnest 
desire in his heart. But is not 
that what God requires in every 
prayer, whatever the request may 
be? Consider Mark 11:24: 


“Therefore I say unto you, 
What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye 
receive them, and ye _ shall 
have them.” 

We are encouraged to pray for 
anything, just so it is the honest 
outpouring of a hungry heart! 
“What things soever ye desire 
when ye pray.” Desire is an 
essential of honest prayer. De- 
sire is back of trust, back of every 
other condition of answered 
prayer. 


Consider Jeremiah 29:12, 13: 

‘Then shall ye call upon me, 
and ye shall go and pray unto 
me, and I will harken unto 
you. And ye shall seek me, 
and find me when ye shall 
search for me with all your 
heart.” 

How many people pray for the 
fullness of the Spirit but they do 
not find what they seek because 
they do not thirst for His fullness 
with all their hearts! Surely 
we cannot overemphasize the need 
for hearts to be honest when they 
come to talk to God! Do not, I 
beg you, expect to be filled with 
the Holy Spirit unless you long 
to be filled with the Holy Spirit. 
3S. Do You Want to Be Filled 

With the Spirit More Than 

You Want Other Things? 

What relative place does the 
desire to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit have in your heart? Is 
this the first desire of your heart 
or the third or the fourth or 
tenth? Do you so long to have 
the power of God so that you may 
win souls and do the one thing 
dearest to God’s heart, that noth- 
ing in the world is so important 
as this? Or, this matter that is 
first with God, is it last with 
you? What an offense it is to 
God to give first things any place 
but first. But God will not have 
second place. How would any 
honorable man feel if his wife 
should say to him, “I love you 
very much. I want to please you, 
I want to make you happy. I like 
to be near you. In fact, there are 
only three men I love more than 
you. After them, you are the next 
one that I want to please and 
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make happy.” To any sensible 
husband such a love would be an 
abomination. 


And now consider that Jesus 
died to save sinners. His Great 
Commission commands us to go 
and take the gospel to every crea- 
ture. But Jesus warns us we can- 
not win souls until we are endued 
with power from on high. The main 
business for the Christian is to 
have the power of God so we can 
do the work of God. Now when 
you pray for the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit, is this really the 


first desire of your heart? We 
had as well face it frankly. We 
cannot be filled with the Holy 


Spirit and filled with everything 
else, too. We cannot have God's 
best and all of the pleasures of 
the world at the same time. We 
have to choose between the full- 
ness of the Spirit and other 
things. In the very nature of the 
case, one must learn to want 
first the thing that God wants 
first if we are to have God’s 
fullnes of power upon us. 

“IT will pour water on him that 
is thirsty, floods upon the dry 
ground,” says the Lord in Isaiah 
44:3. Surely if you realized the 
barren desert that your life is, 
you would long to be filled with 
the Holy Spirit, want that more 
than anything else in the world. 

Do you want the fullness of 
the Spirit more than you want 
the praise of men? Do you want 
God’s mighty power more than 
you want your friends and their 
companionship and love? Do 
you want the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit more than you want your

meal? If we are to put first 
things first we must learn that 
nothing in all the world can com- 
pare in importance with the 
power and blessing of God. In 
winning souls, in doing any serv- 
ice for God, education is secon- 
dary and incidental; peculiar ap- 
titudes and talents are incidental; 
influence with people is of rela- 
tively minor importance; pro- 
pituous circumstances and ade- 
quate equipment are secondary 
and incidental. Oh, when will 
we learn that to do the work of 
God, the one absolute necessity 
is the breath of Heaven upon us, 
the enduement of power from on 
high! And it is a kind of insin- 


cere hypocrisy for a Christian to 


ask to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit who does not put this bless- 
ing above all other things for 
which his heart may crave. God 
pours water on the thirsty. Are 
you really thirsty? Do you real- 


ly want to be filled with the 
Holy Spirit? 
4. Is Your Desire for God's 


Power to Win Souls Sincere 
Enough to Keep You Pray- 
ing Until the Answer 
Comes ? 

I do not believe that God sets 
any certain number of § “hours, 
days, weeks or months which a 
Christian must spend in prayer 
before he is filled with the Holy 
Spirit. But certain it is that of 
the apostles we are told, “These 
all continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication .. .” 
before Pentecost (Acts 1:14). 
Certain it is that the man knock- 
ing at the door of his friend, beg- 
ging for bread for another, could 
not receive what he asked be- 


cause the men was his friend, 
but only because of his ‘“impor- 
tunity” (Luke 11:8). How often 


we are taught in the Bible that 
one’s heart’s desire may be had 
only by continuing to wait on 
God. Second Chronicles 7:14 tells 
us that if we are to have revival, 
we must not only pray, but God 
commands us, “... and seek my 
face.” So I think we may prop- 
erly say that those who want to 
be filled with the Holy Spirit 
Should want that badly enough 
that they are willing to wait on 
God and keep on praying until 
the answer comes. 


II. Is It the Spirit’s Fullness 
You Really Want, or Some- 
thing Else? 

What do you really want? You 
are thirsty, you say, but are you 
thirsty for the fullness of the 
Spirit, or something else? Thou- 
sands of people who say they 
want to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit do not have a deep burden 
for soul-winning, and do not tar- 
ry to be endued with power from 
on high so they may be accept- 


able witnesses for Christ. If you 
do not have in mind what God 
has in mind then you cannot 


claim His promise. 
1, The Fullness of the Spirit Is 
Not Sanctification 

There is a Bible kind of sancti- 
fication but it is not the fullness 
of the Holy Spirit. 

What Christian has not longed 
to be free from sin, free from 
the temptations of sin, free from 
the trouble of heart that sin 
brings? Oh, how many, many 
times I have longed to be done 


with sin! If only God would not 
wait until Jesus comes, § but 
change this vile body now! If 


only God would burn out the 
carnal nature and make me for- 
ever and entirely, perfectly holy, 
Sinless, pure! Yet if it is this 
eradication of the carnal nature 
which you seek, you are, how- 
ever good your intentions, seek- 
ing something different from the 
fullness of the Spirit which God 
has promised to him that is thirs- 
ty .Is it really the fullness of 
the Spirit, power from on high 
to make you fruitful as a soul- 
winning witness, which you want, 
or is it that you long to be free 
from temptation and long to be 
free from the shame and reproach 
of sin? These two are not the 
Same goals. If you mean eradi- 
cation, do not ask for the full- 
To be tired 
of sin and to be thirsty for the 
fullness of the Spirit are twe en- 
tirely different things. 

I kindly urge that you go back 
and study again what Jesus 
promised to His’ disciples who 
waited in the upper room before 
Pentecost. Read the story in 
Luke. 24:45-49, and read i again

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freezer but it was doomed, It 
had been separated from its 
source of life.

When Adam and Eve were cre- 
ated in the Garden of Eden, God 
told them they might eat the 
fruit of all the trees in the Gar- 
den save one, the tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil. ‘For 
in the day that thou eatest there- 
of,” God said, “thou shalt surely 
die.”’ 

Adam and Eve ate the forbid- 
den fruit. They did not fall over 
dead that day but they did become 
dead people that day. Because 
they separated themselves from

God they became dead spiritually 


and began dying physically. They. 


had believed a lie, thus losing the 
truth. They ate the fruit, thus 
losing life. And they were turn- 
ed out of the Garden, thus los- 
ing the way. Because of Adam 
the whole human #vace became 
sinners, lost, deluded and dying. 
Through Jesus we may regain 
what we lost through Adam; 
“the way, the truth, and the 
life.”’ . 
No Other Way to God 
Perhaps nowhere in the Bible 
did Jesus make the plan of sal- 
vation clearer. “I am the way,” 
the way to Heaven, Jesus ex- 
plained. This is the “truth,” He 
said, ‘the life.” And then, to 
make it go plain that even a 
theol.gian couldn't misunder- 
(Continued on Page 8) 


in the first chapter of Acts. You 
will not find anywhere that Je- 
sus promised them that when the 
Spirit came He would cleanse 
them and make them perfect, 
that He would take out the sin- 
ful, carnal nature. Read again 
that account of the marvelous 
blessing that came at Pentecost, 
as recorded in the second chap- 
ter of Acts. You will see that 
the disciples waited for power 
and that power came! You will 
see that they were commanded 
to be witnesses, and that the 
power of God came upon them to 
enable them wonderfully, mirac- 
ulously, to win three thousand 
souls in a day. But you will not 
see a word about their having 
the carnal nature eradicated. You 
will not’ find a word in the Scrip- 
ture about Pentecost to indicate 
that the disciples expected. or 
that they received “Christian per- 
fection!” 


Those who have taken for 
granted that when the Holy Spirit 
comes in power He will burn out 
all the sinful taint which the 
Christian. has inherited by his 
human nature, should read again 
Matthew 3:10-12 where John the 
Baptist speaks of this matter, 

“And now also the axe is 
laid unto the root of the 
trees: therefore every tree 
which bringeth not forth good 
fruit is hewn down, and cast 
into the fire. I indeed baptize 
you with water unto repent- 
ance: but he that cometh 
after me is mightier than I, 
whose shoes I am not worthy 


to bear: he shall _ baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost, and 
with fire: Whose fan is in 


his hand, and he will through- 
ly purge his floor, and 
gather his wheat into the 
garner; but he will burn up 
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the chaff with unquenchabie 

fire.” 

It is clear from the above that 
John the Baptist is preaching to 
both the . unconverted and the 
converted, to the saved and the 
unsaved. The axe of judgment 
was laid to the root of the tree; 
and trees which did not bring 
forth fruit—the fruit of repentance 


toward God and faith toward 
Christ—such trees were to be 
hewn down and cast into the 


fire. That is the fire with which 
Christ will baptize some people, 
and verse 12 makes it clear that 
two classes of people are consid- 
ered. Christ will gather’ the 
wheat into His garner, but “he 
will burn up the chaff with un- 
quenchable fire.” It is the same 
Christ who offers to baptize 
Christians in the Holy Spirit and 
threatens to baptize Christ -re- 
jecting, unrepentant sinners in the

Any Christian who wants to be 
filled with the Holy Spirit, who 
longs to have the power of God 
upon him that he may win souls 
as Christ commands us to. do, 
should be willing for God to send 
upon him any sign or evidence 
that pleases God.

I said again 
and again that if rolling on the 
floor, and being thought a nut 
and a fool would glorify God in 
anywise and if it were necessary 
in order that I might be filled

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Holy Spirit, IL would 
have it so. I wanted the 
power of God and I wanted it on 
God's own terms, no matter what 
those terms were! But I remind 
you that what I wanted was to 
be filled with the Holy Spirit. 1 
was not seeking tongues; neither 
should anyone else seek tongues. 


Praise the dear Lord, He did 
_ breathe upon me in power! To 
His glory let me say that God 
has lifted up His mighty arm 


and has shown me great wonders. 
Tens of thousands of souls have 
turned to Christ under the anoint-

ful ecstasy which others reporced 
they had when they talked in 
tongues! Many, maiy tracts on 
the tongues question say that one 
wil never Know tue purest hap- 
paness on earth until God taxes 
nold of his tongue and speaks 
through him wonderful mzys- 
Leries in a language whieh he does 
not understand. And tnousanus 
Ol people are eager to have this 
oft-reported ecstasy, though they 
nave no burden for souls and uo 
not agonize before God over 
lost and ruined sinner; who wiii, 
unless rescued, spend eternity in 
Hell. But to want a selfish joy 


is not the same thing as being 
thirsty for the fullness of the 
Spirit, 


In a restaurant recently I saw 


these words on the menu, “No 
substitutions, piease.”” With pork 
chops one would have _ apple 


Sauce, cole slaw, mashed  pota- 
toes and coffee. With-roast veal 
one would have sage dressing, 
green peas and combination salad, 
with coffee. If one ordered a cer- 
tain entree he took what came 
with it, with no_ substitutions. 
And about this matter of the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit, God 
says, ‘No substitutions, please!’ 
You say that you want to be filled 
with the Spirit. All right, God 
Says that the fullness of the 
Spirit brings an enduement of 
power from on high so that you 
will .be a witness, a soul-winning 
witness. Do not ask for substi- 
tutions! Do not ask God for the 
fuliness of the Spirit and expect 
Sanctification, or tongues, or a 
Selfish enjoyment of an “experi- 
ence.” 

4. Even to Long for Success in 
Christian Work is Not Neces- 
sarily the Same as a Holy 
Thirst for the Spirit's 
Power 
Jesus said, “Ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall 


be witnesses unto me...” (Acts 
1:8) . But sometimes one who 
really wants the power of the 


Holy Spirit does not want it for 
honest reasons. A pastor of a 
church may long to have suc- 
cess, langer crowds, increased of- 


ferings, more honor among men. 
He may long to give a better 
annual report to his denomina- 


tion. He may long to have the 
approval or the envy of fellow 
ministers. He wants the success, 
the blessings that go with the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit. But 
it is not necessarily true that 
his heart honestly thirsts for the 
pouring out of the Holy Spirit 
like ‘‘floods upon the dry ground,” 
as God has promised. Spiritual 
pride is the worst of all pride. 
Spiritual ambition may be a very 
unholy thing. I believe that Si- 
mon the sorcerer of Acts 8:9-24 
was genuinely converted. He be- 
sought Peter and John that he 
might have the power to lay his: 
hands on people and that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost. 
Here is a man who not only want- 
ed to have the power of the Holy 
Spirit for himself but who also 
wanted to be able to impart it to 
others. He offered to buy this 
gift with money! But his desire 
was an unholy desire. It is ob- 
vious that he had no real con- 
ception of what was involved in 
his request. He had not yet 
broken away from the olq and 
worldly conceptions of power and 
fame and popularity. Let this 
remind us that prayers for holy 
things may be unholy prayers 
because our motives are not pure 
motives. 

A woman asked me to pray 
for her unsaved husband. “If he 
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“During the recent Evangel- 
istic Conierence, which we had 
at the close of the school year, 
lL asked our eight hundred Bob

I have 124 
souls to date. My work takes 
me to every home-—rich, poor, 
colored. One man who was 
converted was a Jew, another 
was a colored woman 97 years 
old--gone blind and cursing 
God. I told her the plan of 
Salvation. I got on my knees 
in that dirty house and took 
her old withered hand and 
prayed for her. She sobbed and 
started to praise God. Another 
was a rich colored woman sick 
in bed who rededicated her life 
to the Lord. Ags I left, she 
handed me five dollars. I didn’t 
want to accept it, but she al- 
most forced it on me; so I took 
it. It paid my room rent. I 
won't get my first pay check 
from my company till Thurs- 
day. I know what is meant by 
fasting and praying. ; 

I can’t wait to get back home 
to our school. I sure do miss 
it. I go to the Curtis Baptist 
Church here, Dr. Sheridan is 
pastor,’ 

My friends, I would like for 
you to note two things which 
this letter suggests. First: The 
young men who take their 
training for the ministry in Bob 
Jones University go out into 
the world with not only initia- 
tive, but with a passion for lost 
souls.

We have 
preachers who are working on 
chicken farms, or selling insur- 
ance or lecturing to the Odd- 
Fellows and Masons. Some are 
On waiting lists, waiting for a 
little church to call them so they 
ean preach.

Some people say, “Well, I’m 
a premillennialist. 1 read in the 
Word that in the last days there 
will be a falling away from the 
truth. I believe we ‘are in the 
last days, so there is no use for 
me to try to have a revival.” You 
listen to me, you old cold, indif- 
ferent, black-hearted backslider. 
Who told you that sinners could 
fall away. They have never been 
anywhere to fall from. People 
like you are the ones who are 
doing the falling away. I have 
never read in the Word where 
Jesus was going to stop saving 
people in the latter days. My 
Bible tells me that people are 
going to be saved in the tribula- 
tion period. In fact, Jesus de- 
lays His coming that souls may 
se saved. 


Then we have the group who are 
always crying, “It is so hard 
here.”” Do you think it was easy 
in Samaria? I don’t know of a 
harder place in the world than 
Samaria. Brother, if you go fish- 
ing, you must go where the fish 
are. Sometimes you fing them 
around stumps, weeds and brush. 
Most of the time they are in places 
where it is difficult to get to; 
but if you expect to catch fish, 
you have to go where the fish 
are. And if you are fishing for 
men, you must go where the sin- 
ners are, Now you don't get 
your minnows and poles, set them 
in the backyard and expect to go 
out two hours later and have a 
string of fish, do you?

him. Amos didn’t have any rab- 
bits to pull out of a bag when he | 
went up to Bethel. He had a's 
message from God, and his mes- 
sage set the whole town on fire | 
He opened up on the swindlers, 
the liquor-drinkers, the pleasure- 
seekers and the adulterers. This 
modern age we live in could stand 
a lot of that kind of preaching. 
Today we neither see sin black, 
nor do we see virtue white. Every- 
thing is a dull gray. 

Paul opened up and made his 
opportunities by preaching. It 
made no difference with him about 
being put in jail for preaching his 
convictions. He preached in Rome 
like he preacheg to a group in the 
country, and God gave him a 
revival. I can’t conceive of Paul 
taking along a wooden doll and 
having it say a few funny things 
to tickle the people. I don’t be- 
lieve there was any laughing while 
he was preaching. I would rather 
think you could hear people “get- 
ting long breaths and knees pop- 
ping together. Jesus made this

As a teacher, 
you ought to win children’ to 
Christ. My Sunday School teacher 
never failed to take advantage of 
the opportunity to win the lost 
in his class. When we brought 
lost boys in the class he would 
have them stay for a few minutes 
after the class was dismissed, 
and he led them to Christ. Not 
only did he win them to Chirst, 
but he woulg take us to a street- 
preaching service and into the} 
jails. As a result of this work, in | 
three years nine preachers were 

called out of his class. 

You who are teaching sin the 
city or county schools could make 
opportunities to win -»-souls for 
Christ. Your field is snow-white. 
I was in Anniston, Alabama, in a 
revival. My pianist was a very 
talented young boy nineteen years 
of age. He also was very keen 
intellectually. At nineteen he 
was ready for his M.A. degree. 
He was teaching school in one 
of the schools of the city. This 
boy was a church member but 
had never been saved. I went back 
a year later for another meeting 
and he invited me to speak in the 
school where he was teaching. 
When I arrived he was leading 
them in some choruses, and it 
sounded like a revival meeting. 
After I had finished speaking he 
said, when a boy or girl walked 
by, “Brother Keenum, I led him 
or her to Christ such and such a 
time.” Oh, you aren’t excused 
because you are a teacher in the 
public schools! Your oppor- 
tunities are limitless. 

Sometimes people get the idea 
that if they are teaching in 
Christian schools "God doesn’t ex- 
pect them to win souls. But He 
doesn’t excuse anybody from soul 


winning. Soul winning is your 
first calling; all other work is 
secondary. 


This past summer my wife and I 
were having diner with a teacher 
who taught English grammar in 
a Bible school. While the 
waitress was putting the food on 
the table . this teacher very 
tactfully engaged her in conver- 
sation about her soul. She was a 
very fine, talenteq young lady, a 
student at Northwestern Uni- 
versity.

Saturday nights 
she would go downtown to the 
missions and give out tracts and 
do personal work until all the 
missions were closed: then she 
would catch the streetcar to the 
north end of town, where she 
lived. It would be in the early 
morning when very few people 
would be riding the car, so she 
woulg slip up beside the con- 
ductor and talk to him about his 
soul. She won to the Lord every 
conductor on that run. There is 
No better way to make oppor- 
tunities than by doing personal 
work. 

Ill. Opportunity Takers 

We have talked about oppor- 
tunity breakers and opportunity 
makers; now let us consider op- 
portunity takers. The disciples | 


would never come back to her, 
but she eould go to the baby. 
While I was engaged in a re- 
vival meeting in a certain town 
in the South, the chairman of the 
Board of Deacons and I were 
visiting together one Sunday 
afternoon.

You know, you learn 
to talk and look, too, after you 
have preached on some of the 
streets of Chicago. You even 
learn to pray with your eyes open, 
I got to where I could pray’ and 
dodge rotten eggs and tomatoes 
and never miss a word. After I 
hadq finished talking with the girl, 
I turned and asked the man to 
come to church that night. He

at the well. Then, too, we never 
read where they put forth ‘any | 
effort to make Aan opportunity; | 
but opportunity comes knocking 
at their door. Jesus said, ‘Raise 
your heads and look at the people 
coming Sychar. The fields are 
white unto harvest.” We have 
many opportunities to come our 
way if we would only take them. 
l. In Home 

We have opportunities come 
right into our homes if we would 
but take them. I was sitting in 
my living room one afternoon 
and my wife’s uncle came walking 
in. He was above seventy years 
of age and was visiting my wife’s 
mother. He was soon to go back 
to his home in Florida. My wife 
had mentioned that I should talk 
with him, but I had put it off. 
We sat and talked for awhile, 
but I was never able to. get 
victory enough to ask him if he 
were saved. He got up, walked 
out on the porch and sat down on 


the banister. I sat down beside 
him, put my

If a man can know he is saved, 
I want to know.” As I talked 
with him the tears ran down his 


cheeks, and he said, “Son, I'm 
satisfied.

fifteen days of revival services, of 
perhaps twenty sermons in a 
year's time. Yet those twenty 
sermons by an evangelist or an 
evangelistic pastor who conducts 
a revival campaign win more 
souls to Christ and get more re- 
sults for God than the hundred 
sermons preached Sunday morn- 
ing and Sunday night through the 
whole year. It is true that in a 
revival campaign much fruit must 
properly be credited to the pastor 
and the workers he has trained.
